THE INAUGURATION OF WASH­ 
INGTON. 


Oo foe lith of Mar, 1787, a ooLYen- 
tioa was beld in Philadelphia which 
nominate! George Washington for pres­ 
ident. 
It was a memorable convention 
because it contained tho brains of the 
young government, and because it unan­ 
imously nominated 
Washington 
for 
president of the United States. 
On the 2 ! cf July, 1788 congress had 
been notified that the necessary approval 
of nine states had been obtained, bat not 
until the 13fch day cf September, was a 
day appointed 
for 
the 
choice 
cf 
electors of president. That day was the 
first Wednesday of January, 1789, but 
the beginning of the proceedings under 
the new constitution was postponed un­ 
til the first Wednesday in March, which 
happened to be on the fourth of the 
month. 
It was not until the first of 
April that there was a quorum for bus 
incas in the house of representatives, and 
the senate was not organized until the 
sixth of April, Un that day the votes for 
president were counted, and Washington 
having received every vote from the 
ten states that took part in the election, 
was declared president of the United 
States. 
On the morning of the lith o* 
April he received official notica at Moon* 
Vernon of his election, and on the morn­ 
ing of the 16th he set out for New York 
where the inaugural eervices were to 
take place. 
Washington rtached New York ox. the 
23! of April, and the journey was one of 
triumph, especially at Alexandria, Balti­ 
more, 
Philadelphia, 
aud 
Trenton. 
Congress 
could 
not 
get 
ready 
for 
the 
^inauguration 
until 
the 
30:ii of April, and on that day the oath 
of office was adm inistered to Washing­ 
ton by Elbert H. Livingston, then chan­ 
cellor of New Ycrk, in the prestD ce of 
both houses of congress. 


It would be a good thing if the 30th Of 
April were selected for the inauguration 
of future presidents, 
jt wonld com­ 
memorate an ever-memorable event in 
the history of this country, and beside 
that it would add two months to the 
shorty session of congress, and give a 
probability of propitious weather for the 
inaugural ceremony. 
Tnt the strong 
point in favor of April 30, is that it would 
be a perpetual commemoration day on 
which Washington entered upon his great 
office, and our national government wa* 
practically organized. :

“When Washington came to the presi­ 
dency the republican form of govern­ 
ment was practical!y unknown in the 
civilized world, and the so-called repub 
lies of ancient times and of the middle 
ages.farnished no cafe or certain guide 
for rule or action. 
The united ' colonies 
bad to build up a scheme of government 
of their own, aud if the execution of.the 
upon which they finally agreed had de­ 
veloped upon a selfish, an ambitions or 
an unscrupulous man, it would have 
been doomed to failure from the outset. 
It was Washington’s wisdom, firmness, 
and, abov^all, his'intecse patriotism and 
unselfish devotion to duty that made the 
constitution of.the United States a suc­ 
cess, and which has conferred upon this 
country—and by the moral effects of it9 
example, upon the people of other na­ 
tions as well—political blessing and a 
degree of political freedom previously 
unknown. 
“A’weak man'in Washing ton’s place 
would have wrecked the infant republic 
through inability to steer it dear of rocks 
and shoals, or away from false lights 
An ambitious and designing one wonld, 
in that day, have led the people back to 
a monarchical fqrrn of government, and 
have founded, or attempted to found, a 
dynasty of his own. Bach eveutj ceased 
to be possibilities after the issuance of 
Washington’s ‘Farewell Address’ and his 
voluntary retirement from public service 
at the expiration of his second term as 
president. 
“ To honor the memory of such a man* 
and to observe with befitting ceremonies 
the centennial of the happy day witnessed 
his first inauguration as the president of 
the republic, was something which the 
country owed to itself, and whioh it 
would have beeu oisgracefal to have ne­ 
glected. The debt of gratitute the great 
American republic owes to George Wash­ 
ington is not likely to be overpaid, no 
matter how great the demonstrations 
made in honor of his memory and his 
virtues. 
It was his arm that eaved us iu 
time of war; and his integrity, solid sense 
and intense patriotism that cleared the 
path that bas led to our present wonder­ 
ful development and unparalleled pros­ 
perity."

E l iz a b e t h , N . J. April 30.—The Presi­ 
dent’s train drew up at Elizabeth at 6 
o’clock Monday morning in tho midst of a 
concourse of people that filled the station 
platform and the space adjoining. 
W hen the train halted at Trenton the 
private car of Gen. Sewell, carrying tho 
official party of the State, was attached. 
This party consisted of the following per­ 
sons: 
Gov. Green, Gen. Sewell, Gen. 
Stryker, the members of tho Now Jersey 
centennial committee, tho Rev. Dr. Ilamill, 
CoL Stockton, 
Mr. Green, Gen. Grubb, 
Col. Donnelly, Capt. Skirm, the Legisla­ 
t i v e committee, Senator Crammer, Col. 
Chambers, Mrs. Sewell, Mrs. Stryker, Mrs. 
Bannard, 
Mrs. 
Lee, 
Miss Sewell, Miss 
W arren, Miss Sarah Sewell, 
Miss Hey I, 
Robert Sewell, W. J. Sewell, Jr., Senator 
Cottell. and Mr. Bettie. 
Gov. Green, Gen. 
Sewell, and Gen. 
Stryker were taken at 
once to President H arrison’s car, but the 
Chief Executive had not yet arisen, and 
they accordingly retired. The unavoidable 
noise awakened tho occupants of the Presi­ 
dent’s car, and in a short time all wore 
astir. 
In the meantime breakfast was 
being served to the passengers who did not 
expect to be entertained at Elizabeth. 
There was a decided break in tho a r­ 
rangements at Elizabeth. 
The breakfast 
party from the train was to consist of 
President Harrison, Mrs. Harrison, Mrs. 
McKee, and Chief Justice and Mrs. Fuller, 
but in the bustle and confusion incident to 
the occasion the Chief Justice and his wife, 
who were in a car some distance from that 
of the President, were overlooked by the 
committee, and the party drove off with­ 
out them. 
It was well known that the 
Chief Justice was to have been at the 
breakfast, and his presence on the train 
after tho President and Governor ha I 
driven away naturally provoked consider­ 
able 
comment. 
No 
explanation 
was 
offered, however, however, and after sit­ 
ting in his seat while the train shifted to 
the tracks of the Central railroad of New 
Jersey, tho Chief Justice concluded that 
the best thing to do was to accept tho 
bountiful 
hospitality 
of 
th© railroad 
company 
and 
get his 
breakfast 
on 
the dining car, whither tho 
members 
of the Cabinet had preceded him. 
But at this moment 
Lieut. 
Judson, 
special aid to tho President, dashed back 
to the depot in a carriage, accompanied 
by throe of the members of tile local com­ 
mittee, in search of the head of tho nation­ 
al judiciary. 
Ho was found after a few 
minutes a n i hustled off to tho residence of 
New Jersey's Governor. 
The little break­ 
fast which the members of the Cabin d 
were to have taken on tho train was om it­ 
ted for want of time.

Frior to tho roview of tho parade Presi­ 
dent Harrison held a levee in tho wing 
parlor of Gov. Green’s house an I 1,200 of 
tho people of Elizabeth passed iii at tho front 
aud out at the rear door and gazed upon the 
nation's executive, tho name of each being 
announced to tho President by A djutant 
Sewed. 
The parade was in seven divisions under 
the command of C. II. H. Halsey, marshal 
of the day. There wero four hoary-headed 
veterans of tho Mexican war in a carriage, 
and among the other notable people wa t 
Commodore McGowan, who commanded 
the Star of the West, which received tho 
first fire of the Confederates at Fort Sum­ 
ter. 
Tho start was made from Gov. Groon’s 
house. 
The entire procession passed in 
review before the President, after which 
he drove to bls place in tho line. 
Tho em­ 
barkation was made from the float at tho 
Alcyone boat house at 3 o’clock. 
Tho 
President was rowed to tho steamer Dis­ 
patch, which lay at anchor in tho channel 
opposite tho boat house. 
The President 
was received with all the honors aud a 
salute as lie went up the side of tho ship, 
aud tho Presidential flag was hoisted. 


another salute was fired by a11 the shipsUt 
war. 
He debarked inside the terry slip, 
where he was received by Mayor Grant. 
From this point he was conducted by the 
State committee. 
A detachment of regu- j! 
lars, the veteran corps of the Seventh regi­ 
ment, with C appa’s band, delegations of 
tho Society of the Cincinnati Sons of the 
Revolution 
and 
Loyal 
Legion, 
and 
a 
delegation 
of 
commanders 
of 
the various G. 
A. 
R. 
posts in this 
city formed an escort. 
Under their guard 
tho Presidential party, followed by tho 
Governors and commissioners 
from the 
various States, the general committee of 
200, and other invited guests, proceeded to 
tho Broadway entrance of tho Equitable 
building, where they were formally wel­ 
comed to the city of New York. 
Tho wel­ 
come was prounced in the main hall of the 
building, which was lined on either side 
by men from the various regiments, while 
tho walls wero handsomely decorated. 
The party then proceeded to tho rooms 
of the Lawyers’ club in the building, where 
the banquet was served. 
The President, 
ex-President, 
Governors of States, and 
Mayor of New York, with tho chairmen of 
the principal committees, had places pro­ 
vided for them at a large table in the 
room at the west 
end 
of the club. 
The 
other 
guests 
were 
seated 
at 
small 
tables 
throughout 
the 
club­ 
rooms. 
Tho rooms wero handsomely dec­ 
orated with shrubs, flowers and emblem­ 
atic devices. 
A full-length portrait of 
Washington, by Peale, now in tho possos 
sion of the Boudinot family, 
was hung 
facing tho President’s table. 
A t that table 
one course of the banquet was served on a 
set of china used by Gen. Washington at 
Bordentown when he visited tho residence 
of Gen. Boudmot. 
There wero other very interesting relics 
relating to W ashington at tho banquet, 
such as a punch bowl which he used. 
A 
letter was shown which was written by 
Boudinot to his wife on April 24, 1789, de­ 
scribing the landing of Wasfiington and his 
reception on April 23. 
The invited guests to tho banquet in­ 
cluded representatives of all tho learned 
professions, all mercantile pursuits and 
m anufacturing interests, tho various ex­ 
changes, German societies, foreign consuls, 
and descendants of distinguished French­ 
men. 
Tho invitations for tho ban juet were 
prepared by Tiffany & Co., and wero very 
elaborate affairs. 
The first page displaced 
tho laurel wreath, a head of Washington 
a t the top, tho great seal of the United 
States at the bottom; and tho shields fifty 
in number, of all the States and Terri 
tories, of tho District of Columbia and the 
United States. 
Hie second page show© I a 
picture of Washington landing ut the foot 
of 
Wall 
street, 
supported 
by 
the 
coat of arms of the State and city of 
New York, tho names of the city conn ii 
of New York 
in 
1789, 
and 
tho ode 
sung at W ashington’s arrival. 
Tho third 
page contained a picture of St. Paul’s 
church as it was in 1789, a medallion like­ 
ness of the B t.-Rev. Samuel Provost, then 
Bishop of New York, who preached tho 
inaugural sermon, and a medallion likeness 
of Chancellor Robert R. Livingston, who 
administered the oath of office to W ashing­ 
ton, thus commemorating tho civil an I 
religious 
ceremonies 
by 
which 
Wash­ 
ington 
became 
tho first 
President of 
tho United States. 
This page also con­ 
tained a list of Senators and others in the 
first national conference held in New York, 
with their addresses. 
Page 4 gave a view 
of Federal hall, looking up Wall street, 
where W ashington took tho oath; also a 
view of it from tho Broad street side, and 
the names of the Governors of all tho 
States and Territories in 1889, and the 
names of the chairmen of the commissioners 
delegated to attend tho centennial celebra­ 
tion. 
The fifth page contained likenesses of 
President 
Harrison, 
President 
of the 
United States, April 30, 1889; of George 
Clinton, Governor of tho State of New 
York in 1789; of James Beano, Mayor of 
New York in 1789, and of David B Hill, 
Governor, and Hugh J. Grant, Mayor of 
New York in 1889; also the names of tho 
officers of tho several committees of the 
centennial celebration. 
Tho last page 
showed a picture of tho house, 3 Cherry 
street, 
where 
W ashington 
resided 
in 
April, 1789; also a picture of the Equita­ 
ble building, whero tho centennial banquet 
was held.

M agnificent R eception A ccorded by the 
Elect to P resident H arrison. 
N e w Y o r k , April 30.—In the meantime 
the Governors and commissioners of States 
and the other invited guests who are to take 
part in the welcome to President Harrison, 
and the ladies of their families, went on 
boai’vl the steamer Erastus Wiman, which 
left tho foot of Twenty-second street, North 
river, for Elizabethport. 
The steamboat 
Sirius also proceeded to Elizabethport to 
take off and bring to Wall street the in 
vited guests who came on the train from 
Trenton with President Harrison but who 
could not be accommodated on the Presi­ 
dential steamer. 
When the Presidential party boarded the 
Dispatch that vessel, 
followed by tho 
Erastus Wiman and tho Sirius, proceeded 
through the kills to the upper bay. 
A t 
the northerly entrance of the kills, near 
Robbins’ reef lighthouse, was placed the 
right of tho naval line. 
The ships were 
drawn up in line. 
To the eastward the 
steam yachts of the several yacht clubs of 
the country were drawn up. To the south­ 
ward of the two lines was formed the 
steamer service of the port of New York. 
When the Presidential steamer arrived 
opposite tho new ship of war on the right 
of the line tho yards of all the vessels were 
manned and a Presidential salute of twen­ 
ty-one guns were fired from each. 
As 
each ship passed by tho Dispatch she raised 
her anchor and followed that steamer for a 
distance of four miles. 
As the vessels 
passed Fort Columbus and Fort Woods a 
salute of twenty-one guns was fired from 
these forts.

April 30.—Tho striking 
feature of tho Washington Celebration so 
far was the grand centennial ball at the 
Metropolitan Opera House Monday night. 
All that money could do to ca n y out the 
immense scheme That was to give a night 
of pleasure to 0,000 poople was done a n i 
tho result attained was satisfactory.

9:30 there were quite enough people in the 
corridors of tho great building to have put 
many a pretentious ball to the blush. 
And 
what beautiful tableaux surrounded them 
on every hand! You entered from Broadway 
into tho very midst of what seemed to l*e 
an old-fashioned garden. 
The outer walls 
of tho auditorium and the sides of I he 
double staircases formed three sides of the 
garden, the trellised vines and flowering 
shrubs added to the mural effect, 
while 
real fruit trees set about artistically 
chal­ 
lenged one to dispute the fact that one had 
just come in from outdoors. 
There were 
apple trees in blossom and pear trees in 
bud; peach trees with a strong suggestivo- 
taess of fruitfulness, and eheiry trees w ith 
every evidence of reality except tho hatchet 
sticking in the base. 
In safe corners < f 
the corridors still rarer plants and on each 
stair landing was a miniature gro. e of 
beauty. Around on the Thirty-ninth street 
Hide, 
where is tho carriage entrance on 
opera nights, there was another garden, 
but more artificial in appearance than that 
fit the Broadway entrance.

CHAPTER 477.

AN ACT to provide fishways in Hock river, in 
the county of Rock and State of Wisconsin. 
The people of the state of Wisconsin, represent­ 
ed in senate and assembly, do enact as fol­ 
lows : 
Section I 
It shall bs the doty of all persons 
owning, occupying or having charge of any dam 
now erected or hereafter to De erected on and 
across Rock river, in Rock county, Wisconsin. 
to con&tmct in or upon such dam a go od and 
sufficient fishway, under the supervision of 
such person or persons as may be appointed by 
the fish commissioners of the state of Wiscon­ 
sin, and according to plans approved by said 
bsh commiesioners. Such bsh ways to be con 
st ruced as not to tin jure or weaken any such 
dam. and so as not to waste any water which 
would otherwise De available to furnish power 
for any duly authorized purpose. And it shall 
be the duty of all such persons owning or occu­ 
pying or having charge of any dam as aforesaid 
to keep such fishways in good repair .and open 
for the free passage of fish up and down said 
river from the filet day of March until the fif­ 
teenth day of May in each and every year after 
such fishways are 
built. 
The 
said 
fish­ 
ways 
shall be constructed 
as 
aforesaid 
within six months after said owner occupant 
or person having charge of such dam shall have 
been notified in writing by the board of fish 
commissioners of tho state of Wisconsin that 
good and sufficient fishways have been con 
strutted in or upon all dams which would otfc 
erwise obstruct tho passage of fish up and down 
said liver between the southerly line of the state 
of Wisconsin and the Mississippi river: provid­ 
ed that no person shall be required to build or 
construct any fishway under the provisions of 
this act, the necessary original cost of which 
shall exceed three hundred dollars, includii g 
royalty, if patent fishways are used. 
Section 2. Any person owning, occupying, or 
having charge of any dam upon and across Rock 
river, within said Rock county, who shall re 
fuse or neglect to constructor to keep in repair, 
or to keep open a fishway in accordance with 
the provisions of section I. of this act, shall be 
liable to a fine of one hundred dollars and costs 
of suit, but no a/tion at law shall be brought 
agairst the owner or owners of any dam in said 
county, except upon the complaint and under 
tee direction of the fish commiesioners of this 
state.
